Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

While the prior art of record suggests the use of silicon or porous silicon for the 
manufacture of microneedles or micropiercer devices and/or for the transfer of a substance into a 
cell, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest the use of a resorbable silicon material 
for the manufacture of a microneedle or micropiercer device and/or for the transfer of a 
substance into a cell Note the reference of Canham (WO 97/06101) evidences that porous 
silicon is not inherently resorbable. As shown in examples 1 and 2, the resorbable properties are 
affected by crystal structure and porosity.
